Claims 1-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Limitations conveyed by nebulous phrases such as 
"capable of and "wherein" are unclear. The structural limitations conveyed by 
"designed to let electron beams pass therethrough" in claims 8 and 22 are unclear. 
Claims 2-7 and 12-14 describe how the device may be operated but fail to define 
structural features. Since patentability of the method claims resides in the structure 
they comprise, said structure must be clearly and positively recited. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall.be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



Claims 1-7, 12-21 26-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Gabbay (4250425). Gabbay teaches a CT x-ray source (lines 5-7 of 
column 1) comprising an electron gun 4, a plurality of rotating x ray emitting targets 14 
and deflection means 6 directing electron beams from the gun to respective targets. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
